PRINICPAL  GOALS 


The  State  Board  of  Architectural  Examiners  exists  to  plan,  provide 
and  direct  activities  vithin  the  state  designed  to  register  profess¬ 
ionals  for  the  practice  of  architecture  by  means  of  varitten  examination 
and  reciprocity.  The  Board  has  the  responsibility  to  maintain  a 
current  roster  of  architects  licensed  to  practice  in  Montana  through 


the  collection  of  annual  fees.

During  the  1971-72  fiscal  year,  7  architects  were  registered  by  written 

examination  and  24  architects  were  registered  by  reciprocity;  1^6  architects- 
in  residence  were  certified  for  practice  in  1971-72  and  197  out  of  residence 
architects  were  certified  for  practice  in  1971-72. 

The 'annual  written  examination  was  presented  the  week  of  June  12-16,  1972 
in  coordination  with  the  examination  period  in  all  other  states  and  territories. 

The  Montana  Board  ratified  the  "new  examination"  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Council  of  Architectural  Registration  Boards  held  in  Seattle,  Washington 
on  June  27-30*  1972.  In  doing  so  the  Montana  Board  has  agreed  to  coordinate  its 
examination  procedures  with  all  other  states  and  territories.  The  "new  examination" 
which  is  the  result  of  six  years  work  by  special  committees  of  the  N.C.A.R.B. , 
and  in  which  the  Montana  Board  has  been  a  part,  will  reduce  the  examination  period 
from  four  days  to  two  days.  Its  composition  has  been  drastically  altered  from 
that  of  the  previous  examination  which  has  been  in  effect  since  1953* 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  many  other  professions  are  presently  studying  the 
methodology  used  in  organizing  the  examination  and  its  ramifications  relative  to 
reciprocity. 

Those  candidates  presently  in  the  process  of  completing  their  examinations 
will  be  given  an  opportunity  at  six-month  intervals  during  the  next  two  years 
to  take  those  sections  they  have  remaining.  No  new  candidates  will  be  permitted 
to  start  their  examinations  under  the  old  procedures. 
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PROGRAM  DESCRIPTION 


ADMINISTRATION 

Services  to  insure  sound  and  accurate  examination  for  the  license  to 
practice  architecture  in  the  State  of  Montana  following  the  guidelines 
of  the  state  statutes  and  the  National  Council  of  Architectural  Registration 
Boards.  This  service  may  be  provided  by  written  examination  or  review  of 
nationally  recognized  credentials  for  licensing  by  reciprocity. 

Objectives  .  To  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Board  with  similar 
boards  in  the  other  states  and  territories  in  assuring  a  standard  level  of 
competency  for  professional  licensure 

Target  Groups.  Registered  architects,  candidates  for  registration  and 
architectural  students. 

Achievements.  Annual  written  examination  was  presented  which  was 
coordinated  with  the  examination  period  in  other  states.  Examination 
procedures  and  test  credentials  have  been  studied  by  board  members 
during  regional  and  national  workshops.  Pinal  determinations  are  ready 
for  state  board  action.
